Deputy 
Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher wound up a three-day 
tour of European capitals to 
Iran and Afghanistan, but was un- 
able to report any consensus for un- 
Ifled eeonomle sanctions by 
Western allies against the Soviet

“We must continue to pursue the 
autonomy talks and try to make 
progress in them by the target date, 
which the parties set for 
theiaaelvea, at the end of May."

Jenualem Pest Cmreependeat 
WASHINGTON. Because of a 
"CBJh-flow" problem. Israel may 
have te postpone takl:^ delivery of 
certain already-ordered U.S. 
military equipment In aa effort to 
meet ita foreign debt obligations, 
aeeordlag to a State Department 
report 

"We estimate that roughly 
$2Mm. could be saved during 1981 
by deferring proeurement of equip- 
ment and expendables, stretetal^ 
out delivery schedules and eancoU- 
Ing tome orders," the report said. 

“Israel currently enjoys a slgnifi* 
cant margin of mlUUry aupertorlty 
ever any eomblnatlen of potential 
opponents," the report said la 
justifying the possible delay In 
receiving arms. 

Noting that Israel's current 
proourtment plans require 
more U.8. ftnanelsl ssalstanee 
annually approved, the report 
stipulated that "tt remains the ex- 
plicit policy of the U.S. government 
that in approving military 
purchases we do not accept an 
obligation to provide financing 
therefor." 

Reports on the ability of both 


Israel and Egypt to meet their out- 
standing foreign debts were re- 
quested by Congress last year, ^le 
department's lengthy analyses 
were submitted to Congress on 
Tuesday and made pubUe yester- 
day. 

The reports did not make specifle 
reeommendationi about whether or 
not the U.S. should ease the terms 
of repayment of outstanding imm 
to either Israel or Egypt. 

Instead, It noted that *‘whlle 
Israel faces a very difficult set of 
circumstances, there are options 
available which wouM permit tt to 
manage its balance of payments 
and debt problems." 

Clearly, Washington would inrefer 
to see Israel take Jinifi rtmai dlf- 
flcult steps to improve Its debt ser- 
vice problems, rather thaa lower 
the inleretst rates or waive repay* 
ment of outstanding U.S. military 
loans. 

"Barring further unforeseen 
shocks to the Israeli economy." the 
repor t said, "we believe that the 
November austerity programme 
combined with an increase in com 
merclal borrewtog and a resehedul 
Ing of some mffitary equipment

44, wae a Skyhawk equadron 
commander with the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel who Jotoed the 
lAI laat year. Be leavee hts wife and 
four children. 

Over 60 Arava short take-off and 
landing aircraft have been eold 
throughout the world. Levine and 
Mor were part of a team improvlBg 
the plane. 

Details of the funerals are to be 
announced. 


‘The murder connection’ 
suspected by TA police

TEL AVIV. — PoUee laid their 
cards on the table yesterday In 
Magistrate's Court here coneeniing 
suspected connections between the 
murders of David Shulman, Henl 
Oser and various underworld 
figures, but these suspicions were 
not enough to win long remand 
orders for a number of persons 
believed to be involved. 

Three suapeeta, Btamaya Angel, 
Ylsrael Mizrahi and Yosef Dayag, 
were ordered held for three days 
each In conneotfon with Oxer's 
death .earlier this week. Knowing 
that their case so far waa weak, 
police did not ask for longer 
remands. 

The court refused to approve 
further Incarceration for Mohamm- 
ed. Sayad and Yusuf Snir, three 
brothers who police think mirtit 
have hired Oser to arrange 
Shulman’s death. 

Although Oxer was 
"conveniently" in custody on tbe 
day a bomb went oft as Sbulman 
started hla car outside his Afeka 
villa last month, pohee believe be 
may have previously sub- 
contracted the killing. Until bis 
murder this week, police bad 
watched Oxer very carefully to 
.learn hla contacts. 

A member of the 20-detectIve 
team Investigating the Shulman 
murder, which has collected 
thousands of documents from tbe 
businessman's Belt Mars furniture 
factory, did not hide their dlsa^ 
polntment aX the Snlr brothers' 
release. "I am simply stunned," be 
said, saying tt would make furttier 


interrogstlott of them more dif- 
ficult. 

Belt Mars, police aald yesterday, 
located on Tel Aviv's Rehov Herxl, 
was the focus of many criminal acts 
— arson, attempts at extorting 
protection fees, the murder of the 
lot's original owner All Snir at the 
beginning of the year, tod finally 
Sfaulman's murder. 

The brutal minder of All Snlr and 
his two daughters with an axe at 
their home, located ne ar Beit Mara, 
led police te suspect that Snlr's 
three brothers, said to have been 
fed up with AU’a domineering ways 
and his coimectionj with the un- 
derworld. got rid of him In the 
easiest way they could. 

Two of the Snlr brothers were 
called for questianlng, and one of 
them was remanded for a few days, 
but police lacked sufficient 
evidence and bad to release Mm 
despite contradictions in his ac- 
count of his actions on the day of the 
miirder. 

When Shulman was murdered, 
the police again suspected tbe Snlr 
brothers. Tbelr quarrels with the 
wealthy businessman were well- 
known and bad even gone to court. 

Tbe Snir brothers claimed that 
tbe path leading to tbeir bouse, 
which passed near Belt Mars, 
belonged to them, .while ghnimaw 
claimed that the area-belonged to 
him and forbade anyone to use it. 

Consequently, police considered 
the possibility that tbe Snlr 
brothers had hired Oxer, who was 
on friendly terms with them, to kUl 
Shulman. "Oxer's murder this 
week ruined tbe show for us," Rav- 
Pakad (SupL) Yitzhak Talio told 
the court yesterdi^.

LONDON <Reuter). The price of 
gold soared yesterday to a stunning 
new record of $765 an ounce on bee- 
tle European bullion markets 
before easing back as speculators 
took profits. 

Gold has been rising in value 
because of worldwide fears about 
political tensiona over Iran end 
Afghanistan. Profit-takers have 
been clipping its laereoses from 
time to time. 

The rash for gold is mainly by 
large buyers who have been moving 
at least some of their investments 
from paper currency to precious 
metals, seeking a safe haven In 
troubled times.

Egypt rejects 
Israeli plan 
on autonomy

Sgy])t yesterday turned down 
aa Israeli plan that the pn^ioa- 
ed autonomy for the Wert Biuik 
and the Gaza Strip taJ^e charge 
of 11 fields of administrative 
services rather than for overall 
rule in the two territories. 

Egypt's rejeetloa of the plan was 
conveyed at a meetliig of the two 
countries' autonomy working 
groups who were Bcheduled to con- 
clude a three-day eoafereaee la 
Cairo today. 

The Egyptian delegation said 
that It would this morzUng forward 
co'unter-propoeals presumably 
claiming executive powers for the 
projected self-rule authority In the 
administered terrltortea. Yester- 
day. the delegation held an ua- 
scheduled meeting with Premier 
Mustapha Khalil and Minlater of 
State for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghall. The latter later conferred 
with U.S. Ambassador to Cairo 
Alfred Atherton, who announced 
that President Jimmy Carter's en- 
voy to the autonomy negotiations, 
Sol Unowitz, would be coming to 
the area before the end of the month 
to attend a plenary sessloa discus- 
sion . on the apparently stalemated 
talks. 

The Israeli plan, which the Egyp- 
tians dismissed as unacceptable 
yesterday, ^vided powers to tbe 
territories into three categories: 
responsibilities to the ease of the 
projected autonomous admlnlstra- 
tiOB. functions to be shared by that 


adminiatratlou and Israel, and 
powers to b^maintalned exclusive- 
ly by Israel. 

"Egypt rejected the Israeli 
ideas," said Izzat Abdul-Latif, head 
of the Egyptian working groups, 
"because they are not in line wttb 
the concept ef the Camp David 
agreements calling for full 
autonomy Involving all powers In 
the legislative, judicial and ex- 
ecutive fields.” 

He added that the Israeli 
proposals "did not go beyond the 
organizational aspects of ad- 
ministrative machinery." 

Abdul-Latif aald the lerael ideas 
were "based on old and previously 
rejected proposals predating the 
peace agreement. Putting them on 
the table now amounts to a step 
backward and not forward to the 
peace process." 

Challenging Abdul-Z-atif, Israeli 
delegation spoleaman Dan Pattir 
said that the Israeli proposals for 
autonomy powers were “in full ac- 
cord with the spirit and letter of the 
Camp David agreements." 

' Describing the proposals as 
"comprehensive and very 
detailed." Pattir said they were 
based "accurately on the prtoclples 
of Camp David, and not on the dis- 
torted interpretations made by the 
Egyptian delegation to the past and 
repeatedly rejected by Israel." 

Pattir said that the Israel delega- 
tion was dlsmajred that the Egyp- 
tians "found it proper to reject the 
Israeli proposals out of hand before 
giving them due consideration."

Begin sees threat of 
‘Afghanistan’ next door

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said yesterday that the lesson of 
Afghanistan was clear: If a Palestl- 
nlto state were established In Eretz 
Yisrael It could at any moment 
become — by Invitation — a Soviet 
base. 

Begin waa speaking in the 
Knesset, opening the first political 
debate held In the House tor several 
months. 

The prime minister recalled that 
Parouk Kaddoumi, the PLO'e 
"foreign minister,” had welcomed 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
describing it as "helping & friend." 
Hence, the danger to Israel of a 
state adjoining tt “dominated by 
Kaddoumla or ArOfats." 

Israel therefore utterly rejected 
"not only a Palestinian state but 
even a corridor tiiat might lead to 
one." Begiu said. 

Begin also quoted the statement 
of a PLO spokesman: "The Islamic 
revolution Is a sister of tbe Palesti- 
nian revolution. There is an 
alliance between us which cannot 
be broken.” 

Israel bad long known the truth. 
Begin said: that U was the aim of 
the PLO to destroy tbe Jewish state 
nnri the Jewish people. Now that Ibe 
PLO openly spoke of an alliance 
between "these two phenomena of 
blind, abyssmal hatrW," it was to 
be hc^ed that tbe rest of the world 
would appreciate the nature of the 
enemy that Israel faced. 


Turning to last week's summit 
meeting at Aswan. Begin aald that 
he and President Anwar Sadat had 
been to agreement on international 
and regional questions. 

On autonomy, he said that Israel 
would reject any proposals not in 
accord with the Camp David agree- 
ment. As for Sadat’s proposal for 
"autonomy In Gaza first," Begin 
explained that the idea was not that 
negotiations be suspended on 
autonomy for the inhabitants of 
Judea Samaria. Rather, the 
suggestion was that these 
negotiations be concluded, 'but 
that autonomy should be applied _ 
first In the Gaza dlstrlcL 
Alignment leader Shimon Peres 
attacked the government for hav- 
ing "no plan" for dealing with the 
problems of the region, the 
Palestinians, or relations with the 
VJS. 

He accused the government of 
“running after” the U.S. ad- 
mtoistratton and Defence Minister 
Ezer Welzznan of having "begged" 
it, on his*' recent visit, to Issue a 
statement declaring Israel “a 
strategic asset” to tbe U.S. Peres 
said that the Americans know that 
the best way to shorten a conversa- 
tion with Israeli leaders is to say 
that “You’re a strategic asset." 

He said that Begin comes back 
from every stunmit meeting with a 
glowing report, but in fact It waa 
always Sadat who scored the points 
and came over "large.”

Dairy products 14-15% dearer today

TEL AVIV. Milk and dairy 
products are 14 to 15 per cent more 
expensive this morning, less than 
two months after removal of sub- 
sidies that jacked their cost by over 
50 per cent. Today’s price hike Is 
due to increased production costs. 

A litre of milk now costs ILd8.80 
(up from IU6.20); 100 grams of 
butter coats IL18.90 (IU6.60) ; a jar 
of leben — 1L5 JH) (ZL4.75) ; a jar of 
sour cream — 1LB.80 (IL8.45) : and 
a S25-gra2B carton of cottage cheese 
— IL1B.80 (IU6.63). 

Today’s rise will not be the last, 
accord^ to Avl Kaplan, head of 


the Dairy Marketing Board: who 
points out that, with subsidies, 
removed, prices must be adjusted 
to keep up with inflation. 

Kaplan is concerned that today’s 
price rise will exacerbate shopper- 
resistance. Since November's i^ce 
hike, sales have been so poor that 
there are now 1,000 tons of 
powdered milk in storage, a similar- 
quantity of butter, and eome 4D0 
tons of yellow cheese which 
shoppers by-pass because of the 
high prices. 

The dairy Industry, Kaplan 
charges, is in a shambles, and he 
warns that if the government does 
not intervene there is a danger of its 
collapse and ef resultant shortages.

Jerusalem award 

Monk came, 
but not 
the gardener

The Moslem gardener was afraid 
to come beeauaa he ha* relatives in 
Amman. But the elderly Fran- 
ciaean monk came — because Just 
as the city wanted to thank him for 
preventing a terrorist outrage, he 
wanted ta condemn terror and 
thank the authorities for their quick 
action. 

I Dr. Joso Montalveme do Lan- 
eastre had finished mass at 7 a.m. 
on January 4, when the 
Gethsemane gardener, where tbe 
76-year-old Franciscan Uvea, told 
the friar about a suspldoua 
package outside the door d tbe 
Franciscan monastery. 

Over and over again the white- 
haired, goateed friar yesterday 
described to reporters, and then to 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy KoUek, 
what happened next. 

"I saw the package wae carefully 
wrapped. It looked like a oandny 
boK WT^iped in green eelk^ihene. 1 
tried to lift it, but It was heavy. 
Very heavy. Maybe 10 kiloa," the 
moi^ said, pausing between each 
aemence to find the proper detail. 
When he was describing the alie of 
the packa^ he looked at his handa 
measuring It out In the air and then 
gave the figures In centimetres. 

“I called the police at lOO. They 
didn’t speak English, but one spoke 
Arabic, BO J told Abu Farouk, the 
gardener, to explain. The police 
told UB to call the klahle (police sta- 
tion inside Jaffa Gate), It must 
have been about eight minutes pant 
7. Right after the masa." 

The friar called the klahle, and 
then, he said, “within minutes 
police, and experts and even a 
general were there. The experts 
looked Bt the package, and they 
knew it was a bomb. They told me 
to move away os they brought the 
robot. 1 went to the terrace, but 
they told me to move away from 
there. And then they shot the 
package. We heard three ex- 
plosions. Police said there were 
three bombs inside.” 

Kollek said be had got the details 
from a police report. “1 understand 
It would have blown up by Itself in 
Just a few more minutes,’’ the 
mayor said, as be stood talki^ with 
the monk. 

The mayor asked where the

Moslem gardener was. Tbe monk 
explained that because tbe gar- 
dener has family In Amman, he was 
afraid to come to City Hall where 
television crews, photographers 
and reporters watched as a beam- 
ing Kollek pinned a small, golden 
Lion of Judah on the monk’s black 
frock. 

Montalveme spoke with 
reporters before the ceremony, but 
he saved something Important to 
tell tbe mayor.

TEL AVIV. — About 90 per cent of 
Israelis hold “Irrational and hostile 
attitudes'* towards that 10 per cent 
of the population who suffer some 
form of mental Illness, according to 
Dr. Marcel Assael. chairman of the 
Israel Psychiatric Association. 

Assael, who Is also head of the 
psychiatric ward<-..M---Kaplan ' 
Hospital, was speaking at a press 
conference called by toe 400- 
meznber association to counter re- 
cent public criticism of the methods 
used at toe Mazra mental hospital 
In Acre. 

Profess or Ellezer Bdelsteln of the 
Hadassah Univerrtty Hosidtai In 
Jerusalem and Dr. Ariel Ariel!, 
director of a mental health hospital 
In Netasya, also spoke. 

The Acre hospital came under at- 
tack recently after a former soldier 
complained that liis admission to 
Mazra for six-days during bis army 
period threaten^ to his Job 
possibilities. When the sroung man 


applied for jobs after his discharge 
frem the army, potential employers 
held the hospital stav against him. 

The Israel Detent i Forces haa 
recently decided not to pull soldiers 
out of Mazra until a committee of 
psychiatrist studring toe hoapitol 
finish their work. 

Assael claimed that most people 
consider a person' who has un- 
dergone P9^chlktri6 treatment hs 
“dangerous.”

Panthers to ‘bury’ children’s 
allowances at Jabal Kabir

Pledging non-violence, but war- 
ning of on Impending ea^osion in 
the slum quarters if child 
allowances are cut, Black Panther 
leaders and alum quarter activists 
yesterday announced plans for a 
demonstration at the settlement of 
Jabal Kabir now being built outside 
Nablus. 

"We’ll bring 60 children, who will 
bury child allowance vouchers at 
toe place where minions of pounds 
are being buried for only 18 
families," Panther leader Sa’adla 
Marciano said. 

Ihk a November Panther 
demonstration at toe Btslon Bloc 
moshav Blasar, violence broke out 
between settlers and Panther 
followers who organized secretly 
for the rally. Panther leaders said 
yesterday that since they are an- 
nouncing their plana beforehand, 
and since there are no aelUera yet 
at Jabal Kabir, they do not expect 
any clashes. 

MK Charlie Blton and his 
parliamentary secretary Menny 
Cohen warned that the milk riots of 
November would be a “cocktail 
party" compared to what ml^t 
hap^n if child allowances are cut. 
**ne IL600 a child vdileh would 
disappear if Finance Minister 
Tlgaol Hurvlts and Housing 
Minister David Levy get their w^. 
makes bH the dU f erence for the peo- 
ple of the neighbourhoods," Blton 
said. Cohen charged that Hurvltz 
refuses to impose a capital tax 
“because that would hurt his 
ftiends, who weren't hurt when he 
cut milk and bread subsidies. They 


drink coffee with whipped cream 
and eat pumpernickel bread, hi the 
alums they don’t know about such 
things,” Cohen said. 

Leading Katamonim quarter ac- 
tivist Yarain Sufssa said that 
Premier Menahem ^gin promised 
activists last November that no 
matter what steps were taken to 
stop Inflation, child allowances 
would not be cut. Begin met with 
the activists after the riots that 
broke out In the elum quarters of 
Jerusalem when Hurvits an- 
nounced the end to basic commodi- 
ty subsidies. 

“But we have no prime minister 
anymore. Hurvits and Levy run the 
government for us, and they're in 
an unholy alliance, pretendteg the 
way the Alignment pretended to 
struggle with the Hlstadrut. Begin 
has betrayed the voters who elected 
him — us and our parents,” Sulssa 
said. 

’rite Panthers said they would In- 
vite Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Kate to the Jahol 
Kabir rally, scheduled for next 
Mbnday. 

“We know he's the only one in the 
cabinet who understands what cut- 
ting the allowance means." said 
Marciano. “But he's afraid to speak 
out against tbe government, and 
that’s why we c^ him the 'rab- 
bit'." added the Panther leader, 
who last year dumped a dozen rab- 
bits In Katz's house to protest the 
minister’s “cowardice.’’

Censorship Board flirows a ‘porno party*

Film Censorship Board held 
its annual “porno paity" for jour- 
nalists In Jerusalem yesterday, and 
after a short and dry stotlstie^ in- 
Iroduetion, It screened a film that 
persuaded the largely male 
audience that there is every reason 
to continue eensership. 

The board saw 859 films last year 
— banning 18 absolutely. Seven of 
the 13 were banned for reasons of 
violonco and sadism, the'remalnlng 
five because of pornography. 

Joumalista wort offered a eholee 
of “Deep Throat" or "Confessions 
of h Nymphomaniac," both chosen 
no doubt sinco It was safe to assume 


that a clear majority would concur 
that the board was Justlfled in its 
decision.

“Confessions'’ — subjected the 
audience to more than two and one- 
hatf hours of acute celluloid and 8D 
nymphomania and boredom. 

More problematic was the 
board's doclston to ban one of tbe 13 
plays it reviewed for “political 
reasons." The play, written by a 
Nazareth Arab. Ghawi Shabade 
and entitled “The Lost Peace." was 
banned boeauso the board found it 
inettlng and it negated the very ex- 
istence of the state. The beard's 
decision was uphold last week In the 
High Court of Justice.

A native of Hungary, Harari 
studied applied graphics before 
entering this country illegally in 
1938. He became active in Betar 
labour brigades and In the Xrgun 
Zva’l Lcuml. Joining the British ar- 
my, he saw action against toe (mer- 
mans in Italy and received a medal 
for excellence. 

After the- war. Harari began 
working to smuggle Jews into the 
country, and in 1847, at Laskov's 
request, he Joined tbe Hagana, and 
saw a great deal of action in the 
War of Indqoendence. He was 
wounded in batUe near Latrun. 

Called upon to organize and lead 
Israel'a fledgling paratroops. 
Harari learned to Jump along with 
his ohargOB and participated in a 
number of oarly retaliatory raids 
against Arab attackers. 

When Moaho Dayan took over top 
command of the IDF. Harari was 
replaced ns paratroops commander 
by Shnron. and many of the 
branch’s top officers quit In protest.

exams, including Rabbi Yosef 
Abuhotzelra of Yavne, a cousin of 
ReUglous Affairs Bfinister Aharon 
Abubateelra.

The granting of “fitness" grants 
a rabbi t)ie possibility of sendng as 
a doj/dn; he can use it only if ap- 
pointed to a local rabbinical court. 
Once a dayan serves for five years, 
he is eligible for a 70 to 100 per cent 
pension, and working dayanim are 
linked to the salary scale of 
Magistrates Court Judges.

TEHRRAN. — President Aristidea 
Anyo of Pnnama. the latest exfle 
homo of the deposed shah, spoke to- 
Fnroigrn MlnMcr Sadegh Ghotb- ■ 
andoh by telephone twice about 
Iran's request for the former 
monarch's extradition, the Teheran 
daily ‘‘Bamdad'* reported yester* 
day. 

Ghotbzndoh gave no details of the 
conversations, but he Indicated in 
an Interview following the first call 
from Royo that he believed a solu- 
tion to the iO-week-old U.S.-lran 
crisis depended on the UN setting 
up a committee to investigate Ira- 
nian grievances against the UjS. 
and the former shah. 

The "Chicago Tribune" yester- 
day said that reliable sources in 
Teheran had confirmed the Royo- 
Ghotbsadeh conversations. 

Tran announced last Saturday 
that it would file a formal extradi- 
tion request with Panama "within 
60 days after his arrest" by 
Panama, which it has already re- 
quested. 

"Bamdad" reported that Ghotb- 
xadeh said the phone conversations 
"related to the letter of ex- 
tradition." 

The "Tribune." while giving no 
details, said that the Foreign 
Minister is known to be pursuing a 
strategy involving creation of a UN 
commiMiott to go to Iran to In- 
vestigate Iran's charges against 
the shah, who left tals country one 
year ago yesterd^.

TOKYO (Reuter). — Iran has 
threatened to suspend oil shipments 
to Japan if it joins U,S.-propoaed 
economic sanctions against 
Teheran, the International Trade 
and Industry Ministry said yester- 
day.

Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Masayoshi Ito told a press con- 
ference that Japan would consider 
ways to cooperate with the U.S. He 
said that a U.S. envoy was due in 
Tbkyo later yesterday to brief 
leaders on Washington’s views. 

Ito indicated that no decision on 
possible sanetlone against Iran 
would be made until Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira and 
Foreign Minister Saburo OMta 
return on Sunday from- visits to 
Australia and New Zealand. 


Foreign Ministry sources said 
Japan would actively cooperate 
with Washington's efforts to gain 
the releaee of the American 
hostages, who have been held in 
Teheran for more than two months.

better management, not only 
salary cuts are called for

tel AVIV. — Resentment and 
uiffer over the recent wage cuts are 
Reading among certain groups of 
El A1 workers, who claim that the 
reduced salaries and new work 
arrangements will fall to help the 
company as long as Inefficiency 
and waste are rampant among the 
airline's executtve. 

The workers, who say th a t the 
. threat to close El A1 was aimed at 
keeping the airline's ruinous 
management poUcies from becom* 
ing known to the public, demand 
that the mam^ment reai|^ and 
allow someone competent to take 
over. 

Among the management'e 
falllnge the workers cite the 
acquleltlon of unsuitable equip* 
ment, lack of comdinatlon between 
various work groups, and depart- 
ment heads' la& of contact with the 
everyday facts of loading 
passengers and flying planes. 

Especially hitter are the caUn 
attendants, who feel they have been 
turned Into a scapegoat by the 
management'a new work agree- 
ment and claim to be "the moet . 
maligned labour group in the coun- 
try." 

"lisst summer, hrand-new 
BtalnlesB steel and formica aervice 
trolleys appeared on the aircraft, 
desired to facilitate cabin service. 
But they were too wide for the 
aisles and had to be discarded, " one 
El A1 worker told The JeruaaUm 
.Poet 


Coittalners for fbod trays were 
purchased and found to be too 
narrow for the trays. "So. while 
passengers wait lor their meals, 
stewards and stewardesses 
struggle to yank the trays out of the 
containers," the worker continued. 


On every flight some equipment 
is not In worklngorder, such as the 
reading lights, or there are 
malfunctioning coffee-makers,. and 
broken sound equipment. Blame for 
the unpleasant flij^ always fsUs 
on the eaUn attendants, another 
worker esid. 

One cabin attendant eomplabied 
that poorly trained and badly 
supervised ground staff dlstrlb^ 
boarding cards to passengers 
without regard to . their wishes. 
Families are split, two or more peo- 
ple are assigned to the same eeat. 
or a seat which does not exist. Often 
passengers are allowed on board 
with more lugg^ than allowed, 
and overbooking la a . common 
phenomenon, the worker oontlnaed. 

On December* 24, 1979 a work 
directive to the cabin attewtin frtf 
dealt with the c omplaint that in- 
fllg^ht announeementa were not be- 
ing made. in German and 
on trips to Germany and South 
Africa. "El A1 purchaaed apecial 
pre-recorded casaettea for these 
' nouncementa, because not every 
flight to Germaiiy or South Africa 
carrleq personnel fluent in tibosie 
langnagM. But ihany of the tU|^its 
to Germany and all the fli^ite to 
South Africa are. on Boeing 747 
planes, while the cassettes are 
suitable only, for Boeing 707 
planes." one cabin attendant said. 

Some cabin attendants, however, 
admitted that they took advanta^ 
of the mismanagement in El Al. 

El ATs spokesman told 2%c Post 
that the workers' charges were be- 
ing investigated. Other aouroea said 
that the voluntary retirement plan 
offered El Al workers week was 

intended especially for the cdrUae'e 
executives, so the eaUn attendants' 
claim that the management • was 
getting off scot-free was un- 
juatifi^. . .

Air fares going up at least 7 % 


GBNEVA (UP). - World airlines 
began a acven-day tariff-fixing 
meeting Tuesday which is expected 
to raise passenger fares and freight 
rates by more than 7 per cent to 
compensate for the latest round of 
oil price-hikes, the International 
Air Transport Association (lATA) 
said. 

Airlines may also agree to index 
further fare boosts to Increases in 
operating costd caused by rising oil 
prices, an lATA spokesman said. 

"There is almost certain to be a 
decision on an immediate price 
rise." the spokesman said. "It la 
very likely to be more than 7 per 
cent and will probably be along the 
same lines as the last hike." Last 


July airlines Increased passenger 
fares and freight rates by between 9 
and 19 per cent. 

The proposed indexing system 
would link operating cost increases, 
caused In by oil price rises, to 
fare and freight rate hikes by a 
srml-automalle procedure, the 
lATA spokesman said. 

An operating cost Increase of 1 to 
3 per cent would automatically in- 
crease faros by the same amount. 
An increase of between 3 and 6 per 
cent would signal a postal vote by 
member airlines on the amount of 
the increase, and a rise of more 
than 6 per cent would Instigate

EEC halts butter exports to Russia 


BRUSSELS I Reuter). — The Euro- 
pean Common Market Oommlsalon 
has suspended Its subsidies on ex- 
ports of butter and butter o(I until 
the end of next week to prevent 
large-scale exports to the Soviet 
bloc, a commission spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Butter oil is melted down tor 
easier handling and sent as food aid 
to Asia, where it Is used in cooking. 


The Common Market has also 
suspended Its grains exports to the 
Soviet Union and Is monitoring 
closely any requests for exports of 
sugar and dairy products. 


The Community has taken the ac- 
tion in response to President 
Carter’s request for support in U.S. 
protest action against the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan.

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Policy of muddling through 


AFTER A LONG and disturbing silence, Mine Minister 
Menahem rose in the Knesset yesterdEQr to render an ac- 
count on the country’s political situation, notably in its develop- 
ing peaceful relationahips with Egypt, and to invite a political 
debate. 

^e immediate occasion was last week’s Aswan summit. Mr. 
Begin revealed nothing that had not been known before. Be con- 
firmed that there was a meeting of minds between himself and 
President Sadat on regional matters such as Afghanistan, and 
an absence of agreement so far on the more pressing issues of 
the autonomy, including the problem of Jerusalem. The linger- 
ing disagreement did not seem to trouble him. 

As drawn by the premier, the picture that emerged j^elled 
hope and promise, despite file Soviet threat and the PLO’a 
machinations. In the area of common interest for Israel and 
^SyP^« ioBt about everything was more-or-leas comingup roses. 

It appeared Mr. Be^ had not been notified, fo example, that 
in the Egyptian Peoj^’s Assembly the day before, Inigatlon 
Minister Abdul Had! Samaha categorically denied **rumours” 
that the waters of the mie might be used to- irrigate “non- 
Egyptian lands." 

So much, for the time being, for Mr. Sadat's proposal not long 
ago that Nile waters could be used to irrigate the Negev. 

Judging by his brief report to the Knesset, and even by his 
reply to the debate, Mr. Begih’s universe of ideas is almost 
wholly untouched by the r^ world. 

In it, Syria is not beldg feverish]^ re-armed by the Kremlin 
with the aid of hundreds of newly arrived advisers — a fact to 
which the premier himself drew attention in a conversation with 
a group of British Conservative MP's just a few days ago. 

^e U.S., for its part. Is not seeking to underplf^ the 
s^;nificance of this So^t activity, nor Is It telling Israel that its 
finest contribution to the defence of the Middle Blast against 
Soviet aggression would be to speed up a solution of the Palesti- 
nian problem. 

Israel is not — and It is a lie to allege that it is — anxiously 
offering to the U.S. military bases, or at least facilities, in the 
face of studied American indifference, and Defence hOnlster 
Eser Weizman has never said in public that WaahiEgton did not 
even have to ask for bases in order to get them. 

Most incredibly, there Is no real problem in establishing a 
structure of autonomy on the basis of a straight reading of the 
Camp David accords although they are a model of ambiguity 
and mean one thing — a prelude to an Independent Palesttolan 
entity to Egypt and its exact opposite — a five-year delay of 
annexation to Israel. 

Mr. Begin made it all too' easy for his critics on both the left 
and the ^ht notably for Labour leader Shimon Peres — in 
yesterday's debate. For It is simply inconceivable that there 
should not be some reason in what Mr. Feres effectively 
described as a hopeless muddle of policy. Tet the reason failed 
to come out. 

On second thought, m^^dUng throUgii may be the very es- 
sence of the policy. This Is often the result when rhetoric is sub- 
stituted for realism. 

It is a poor substitute, as kft. Peres suggested. Suppose, for 
example, that Israel secured a six months extension of the pre- 
sent May 26 deadline for an autonomy agreement. Would that be 
to Its advantage? Would its bargaixiiDg position be improved 
after the American presidential elections, and after Egypt es- 
tablished Itself in the bulk of Sinai? 

^ese were file sent of questions that were merely brushed oft 
by Mr. Begin. The premier may think himself far-sighted 
enough to observe a light at the end cf the tunneL To rep^ an 
, old adage, it could turn out to be the headlight of an approaching 
express train. 


A new trend in the index 


THBIRE WAS audible relief in Treasury circles at the news that 
the cost-of-living index for December went up by “only" eight 
per cent and that the price rise did not reach double figures, as 
expected — and as had haj^iened the month before. It is still not 
much of a gain in the battle against inflation, but it la surely an 
improvement. 

One of the factors that gave the spiral an upward twist was the 
cancellation of subsidies in mid-November, which was only half 
felt In t^t month, and had Its full Impact in December; also the 
rise in ftiel prices. 

Economists in the Bank of Israel predict that should nothing 
untoward happen, the index for January may go up by no more 
than 6 per cent — and that includes a seasonal rise in the price of 
fruit and vegetables. If these are omitted, the expected price in- 
crease could come to as little as four per cent. 

The new trend, if trend It Is, can be seen os a tribute to the 
hard-line economic policies of Finance Minister Tigael Hurvits. 
Even more it is a tribute to tbe Israeli public, ^ sectors of 
which have contributed, with better or worse grace, their due 
share or less, to the improved economic outlook. ^ 

full compensation payable this month to those with 
smaller salaries does not apply to their overtime or other an- 
cillary earnings. Many will also find themselves pushed into a 
higher tax-bracket, where something will be shaved off their 
gain. More important: jobs are now harder to get, which affects 
unskilled labourers first and foremost. 

Higher-paid workers — and they ore the ones entrenched in 
the strong trade unions — will get (mly part compensation for 
the latest spell of price inflation. The self-emplo^d are hit as 
well. Prices that lag bdilnd the index and even on occasion fall 
— in foodstuffs, clothing, apartments, personal services — 
mean a drop in profits. 

Is it worth making these saerificea Just to stop tbe index from 
climbing a few percentage points each month? Tea, but only If 
the object is economic groii^. 

Cut^g consumption can be a painful business. The Histadrut 
senses that the battle against Inflation may cause unemploy- 
ment. ^niey would be wise to take their own hypothesis sezious- 
ly. *nie problem of the 1980a will not be wages, but joblessness. 

Efforts should be devoted to preserving qp^oings in the com- 
petitive sector for woikers made redundant elsewhere. *niat is 
the message that the figures in the eost-of-livlng index are going 
to be spelling out during the comi^ year.

THE LIKUD and jits coalition 
partners are looking to Premier 
Menahem Begin to produce a face- 
saving formula that can accom- 
modate both Finance Minister 
Tigael Hurvlts and Bousing 
Minister David Levy.

WHAT IS STRIKING about 
Afghanistan, and auggeatlve of 
larger trends, Is Vtat both super- 
powers appear to have come to tbe 
same view of thefi: relations.
